WASHINGTON, May 22 (AP)— | 
Living costs, as measured by the 


government, edged up slightly 
between mid-March and mid- 
April. 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics | 
reported today that its new con- 
sumer’s price index advanced 
one-tenth of 1 per cent in the 
month. Retail foods costs de- 
clined a bit but other consumer 
costs rose slightly. 

index at mid-April was 
113.7. per cent of the 1947-49 
average. This means, roughly, 
that purchases costing about a 
dollar five years ago cost nearly 
51.14 in April. 

Living costs now are near the 
peak set last November when the 


figure was about one-half of 1 
per cent under the November 
record. 


Today's index has no effect on 
labor contracts, most of whose | 
cost-of-living clauses are geared 
to the bureau's “old series” in- 
dex. The mid-April figure for that 
series will de announced next 
week. 

The average wholesale price in- 
dex remained unchanged over the 
week ended May 19, at 109.9 — 
cent of the 1047-49 average.

Administration of the law would 
be in the hands of the Division 
of Health.

Hospitals in operation at the 
time of promulgation of rules and 
regulations would be given a rea- 
sonable time, not to exceed two 
years, in which to comply with 
regulations and minimum stand- 
ards.

$7,093,000 RAISED LAST YEAR 
FOR BAPTIST WORLD MISSIONS 


DENVER, May 22 ‘(AP)—The 
American Baptists Convention was 
told yesterday that $7,093,000 was 
raised for the church's world mis- 
sion in the last year—an increase 
of 9 per cent over the year before.

While the telegraph news service reports were 
altogether inadequate, the distortions of the 
Chicago Tribune press service became the spring- 
board for Senator McCarthy. Reading this gar- 
bled version in the Washington Times-Heraid 
the Wisconsin Republican promptly loosed his 
attack on “Comrade Attlee” in the Senate. 

Ned Russell, able Washington correspondent 
of the New York Herald Tribune, has now writ- 
ten a paragraph by paragraph comparison which 
shows how the Chicago Tribune service writer's 
report flagrantly changed what Mr. Attlee said. 
After presenting in detail the case for honesty 
in the news columns, Mr. Russell concludes: 


Altogether Mr. Attlee's speech was a typi- 
cally quiet, somewhat urbane, discourse on 
the state of the world. It did not call for a 
report from an American Senator of the sort 
delivered by Senator McCarthy. 


Yet a week has now passed since the “Com- 
rade Attlee” insults were hurled from the floor 
of the upper branch of the American Congress.

The Republican leader in the Senate, Robert 
A, Taft of Ohio, has spoken no word of reproof.

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Careful With John L. Lewis 


Few elements in the universe revolve more 
steadily than John L. Lewis’s rhetoric around 
people opposed by Mr, Lewis. Right now he is 
opposed to letting Secretary of Interior McKay 
name Tom Lyon of Utah head of the Bureau of 
Mines. “A diabolical outrage and a political 
crime against the whole mining population,” 
says the mine union chief. “A comparative ig- 
noramus.” 

This is the first time Secretary McKay or 
Mr. Lyon has met Mr. Lewis on his home ground. 
Hence they may not recall what Mr. Lewis said 
when former Secretary of Interior Krug named 
James Boyd as mines director, There, again, 
Lewis was infuriated because Boyd was a 
“metals” rather than a “coal” man. Mr. Lewis 
not only called that appointment political, but 
accused Mr. Krug of “criminal negligence” and 
doubted that Boyd was an American citizen, (He 
was, and served for four years.) 

That was in 1947, The time, scene and cast 
all have changed, but John L. Lewis is still pro- 
viding the text — flamboyant, orotund and 
graphic—altogether a fearsome blast for new 
officials who have hardly had time to dig in. 
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Troubles of the FCC 


The twin troubles of federal agencies these 
days can be summed up as money and McCar- 
thy, and the Federal Communications Commis- 
sion offers two cases in point. 

Recently Senator Johnson of Colorado tried 
to increase the FCC appropriation by $618,000. 
This, he said, would provide the staff needed to 
clean up a backlog of hundreds of television sta-. 
tion applications. The Senate finally voted 
$300,000 more, which means at least two years 
to confirm televisibn’s future. 

But the revealing part of this.incident was the 
way Senators expressed their disgust at delays. 
They kept hammering at the FCC to “break the 
TV bottleneck,” while hesitating to give it the 
money to do so. The discussion provided enough 
air to blow up a punching bag for two more 
years. 

If this were not trouble enough, Senator Me- 
Carthy, as Edward A. Harris disclosed, recently 
held a “session” with two FCC members. We 
say “session” because the commissioners were 
told it was an executive hearing of McCarthy's 
committee, but no other Senators were invited 
and McCarthy later contended it was mot a com-

The Legislature refused again to pass a bill 
permitting St. Louis to operate its own parking 
facilities or to sell gas and oil. The private park- 
ing lot lobby and an oil lobbyist opposed the 
measure.

But the immediate situation is one of increas- 
ing parking blight, which will grow even worse 
because of new on-street parking restrictions 
under the master traffic plan. Somehow, and 
before very long, St. Louis has to begin building 
new parking facilities. 
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Running Short on Brains 

We Americans are singularly proud of our 
colleges and universities. We embellish them 
with architectural decorations, suitable or other- 
wise, and surround them with lawns and elms 
with a lavishness hardly te be understood in 
Europe, the mother of universities. But, para- 
doxically, we have almost no respect for univer- 
sity professors and sometimes not very much for 
university graduates—unless they played on the 
football team and are now in the bond business. 
This is an anomaly over which the National 
Manpower Council worried in a 263-page report 
just gubmitted to President Eisenhower, The 
United States is not producing enough highly 
educated men and women to maintain its world 
leadership. We are especially short on people 
who are willing to devote themselves to the fun- 
damental research necessary to open “new. fron- 
tiers of knowledge.” ‘ 

And we are not going to gef these scientists 
and the other experts we need, in the council's 


opinion, unless we develop “a more positive and 


sympathetic climate for intellectual endeavors” 
by our youn§ men and young women. 
The council—which is made up of business 
men, public officials, professional men and trade 
unionists ag well as educational administrators— 
has made some practical recommendations. For 
example, it urges greater flexibility in calling 
college ROTC students and reservists to active 
service. It suggests more scholarships, supported 
by both public and private funds. It urges better 


earning opportunities for highly trained em- 


ployes. It would enlarge the facilities of our 
schools. And s0 on, | 

The “revolt against intelligence,” as the Man- 
chester Guardian describes the temper of the 
times, makes it difficult to achieve these objec- 
tives. And there is a very real moral problem 
involved in calling one young man to the colors

Forces of Time and Change. 
The democratic process by 
which voters consent to the

They are 30 
grave that they can be described 
soberly as a constitutional crisis. 

Until this crisis is overcome, we 
shall feel—and in fact multitudes 
do feel—how dim and feeble is 
the light and leading of govern- 
ments and how strong the brute 
forces of time and change. 

The underlying forces of time 
and change work in all societies 
and on both sides of the Iron 


Curtain. 
A Fundamental Condition. 
What is more, there are 


ehanges in the making in Ger- 
many, France and Italy because 
the new political generation is 
knocking on the door. The com- 
mon, underlying, and controlling 
element in all these developments 
is, as we heard last summer, that 
it is time for a change. This, be- 
sides being a Republican slogan, 
is also a law of nature. 


But this change, though un- 
avoidable and necessary, is prov- 
ing to be inordinately difficult. 
As we can see only too well in 
Washington it is in the world to- 
day no easy matter to bring into 
being sufficiently strong govern- 
ments by popular election, 

There are, of course, special 
circumstances in each country. 
But there is also a common and 
fundamental condition in the con- 


Nevertheless, it is one 
fundamental facts of the Euro- 
pean situation, and by the way of 
our own German and European 
policy, that the Adenauer Govern- 
ment has a narrow majority even 
in Western Germany, and that it 
would have very poor prospects 
in a united Germany. 
The underlying weakness of the 
Adenauer Government is plainly 
evident in the devices it has had 
to resort to in order to obtain 
ratification of the European Army 
Pact. This pact abridges the sov- 
ereignty of Germany under a su- 
pernational authority and by any 
standard it is a treaty of the f 
order of importance. It has ob- 
tained ratification in Bonn only 
by a simple majority of the Lower 
House and by by-passing, for all 
practical purposes, the Upper 
House. 

In France the crisis of the Con- 
stitution is universally admitted. 
France is living under the des- 
potism of an assembly which will 
not tolerate effective and respon- 
sible government. Until this cri- 
‘sis is overcome, France is quite’ 
unable to play her proper role in 
the world—be it in Indochina, Eu- 
rope or North Africa. 


Loss of Faith in U.S. 


No one who has been in Europe 
recently, and has listened and ob- 
served, can, I think, fail to report 
when he comes home that Amer- 
ican influence is declining precip- 
itously as the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration displays its weakness and 
its indecision. 

I am not talking about the un- 
popularity of Americans abroad, 
but of something far more signif- 
icant—of the loss of confidence 
and respect which has developed 
among those very people in Eu- 
rope who wish most to believe in 
the United States and to work 
with it. Let no one here be delud- 
ed by being told that this loss of 
confidence and respect is con- 
fined to the Communists and their 
dupes, or to the plainly jealous. 

I think I know my way around 
in these countries, and more or 
less who is who, and there must 
be no doubt in our minds, no 
doubt in Washington, none in the 
White House above all, that it is 
among the most reliable, the most 
sincere, the most ancient and test- 
ed of our friends, that the dismay 
is the greatest. 

What is it that they feel? They 
feel, to put. it quite flatly, that

has two Hammond organ solos, “Sqmetimes I Feel Like a Mother- 
less Chilé” and “Solitude.” Waller demonstrates his virtuosity on 
the instrument and punctuates the musie with a variety of apedking 
‘parts and noises. During “Motherless,” for instance, he suddenly 
pops in with “I Wonder what the poor folks are doin’? Ta ue to 
be doin’ it with em.“ Solitude to Fats becomes “Sol-i-tyu-dee.” Four 
vocal pieces on the record are from a musical, “Early to Bed,” which 
Waller ahd George Marion Jr. wrote. Fats is now at the plane. He 
turns some of the lyrics into a riot of fun. He always knew he 
wasn’t the best singer in the world, but he covered up well by 
kidding a lot of the words and injecting completely spontaneous and 
hilarious remarks. That's what he does on those songs.
